(Claim 7) "(xi) first control means for outputting a first generated acceleration 
control signal to the first driving means on the master side, based on the first added 
value outputted from the first addition means; and (xii) second control means for 
outputting a second generated accelerated control signal to the second driving means 
on the slave side, based on the second added value outputted from the second addition 
means".
